Commend 
Themselves 
to 


Thinking Men.

standing the "IteiJ" army is meeting 
with success on the Held, back of the 
army conditions In Russia arc grow- 
ing from bad to worse.

have conducted themselves as drunken 
men generally do.

'Jlie "SocialdernocTiittn" prints some 


interesting extracts from the bolshevik 
budget for 1S)19. 


According to this newspaper, the 


revenue for Ilia first half of 101!) 
amounted to 20,3~>0,000,000 rubles, and 
the expenditures to SO.TOH.OOO.OOO ru- 
bies, so that the deficit for the first six 
months 
of 
3019 of soviet 
Kussia 


amounted to the enormous sum ot over 
30,000,000,000 rabies. The acquisition 
of foodstuffs and necessaries of life 
has cost a deficit of five billion rubles, 
and the. railways four and a half bil- 
lion rubles; thus a half; year of bol- 
shevik rule cost more than the total 
outlay on the whole war. 


Money Expended Recklessly. 


The report of the bolshevik, Nemen- 


sky, on the audit of the central soviet 
commission in charge of all textile fac- 
tories, appeared in tho "Sovietskaya 
Kkommiicheskaya 2hi/.n" of February 
2."i, 3910: "The finance credit division 
of the central soviet commission re- 
ceived up to February 1, 31)1.0, 3,400,- 
000,1)00 rubles. There was no control 
ot the expenditure of moneys. Money 
was advanced to factories immediately 
upon demand and (here were cases 
when money was forwarded to fac- 
tories which did not exist. From July 
1 to December ol, 1!>18, the central 
soviet commission advanced on nc- 
coutit 
of. products1, to be received, 


1,:M,S,G.1!),OGO rubles. The value of tho 
goods securing these 
advances 
re- 


ceived up to January 1, 1910, was only 
1-13,710,000 rubles. The negligent way 
of doing business may be particularly 
observed from the way the central so- 
viet commission purchased supplies of 
raw wool. Up to January 1, 1919, only 
120,803 poods of wool was acquired, 
whereas the annual requirement is lig- 
urert at 3,500,000 poods. 


"The tremendous staff of officials 


(about 0,000 persons) employed by the 
commission are 
in the majority of j 


cases doing nothing useful. It appears, | 
that there were on the payroll of this i 
institution 325 persons who actually 
were not in the service at all, but who 
were receiving salaries. There were 
cases where the same persons received 
salaries twice for tha same period. 
The efficiency of the officials is negligi- 
ble to a striking degree." 


Such soviet institutions, Nemensty 


says at the end of his report, are a 
beautiful example of deadening bu- 
reaucracy and must be liquidated. 


It would seem that the idealists in 


charge of the communist program in 
Russia are experts in "graft-ring" 
methods. 
Payroll padding is among 


their accomplishments. 
An innocent j country 


bystander might suspect some of these | 
soviet officials of having a leaning j 
toward private property, particularly 
when it is in easy reach. 


Their Own Condemnation. 


Probably it is fair to the bolsheviks 


to state their case in their own words. 
The bulletin of the central executive 
committee of the Soviets, M>. 15, 1'Jl'.), 
announces: 
"\Vo have created ex- 


traordinary commissaries and extraor- 
dinary commissions without number. 
Alk of these are, to a lesser or greater 
degree, only mischief-makers. 


The Soviets have the whip hand In 


their controversy wilh the workers; 
Ihey are the government and the "lied" 
urmy bncl;s> their decrees. There is a 
final court of setllenient. for all dis- 
agreements between llie Soviets and 
the workers. It is the "wull"—nnd the 
llring squad. 
The right oC strike is 


denied (lie workers. 
Many oC those 


who have dared to strike have paid 
for it wilh their lives. The workers 
fire without recourse when commanded 
by the soviet. 
Whether or not they 


were the slaves of the machines be- 
fore communism came, it is certain 
l l i a t Ihey are now the slaves of the 
Soviets. 
Kven MS slaves <it the 11111- 


j chines and the capitalists who owned 


j the machines, they had the right to 


strike for their rights. The Soviets de- 
prived them o£ this right. 


Tlic bolshevik Sosnovsky, reporting 


on the condition in the Tver province, 
in the "Iy.ves.tia" of the provincial so- 
v1i*t Mnrch 9, 1919, wrote: 
"The local 


communist soviet 
workers 
behaved 


themselves, with rare exceptions, in a 
disgusting manner. 
Misuse of.power 


Is going on constantly." 


The conduct of the soviet commis- 


saries is a general scandal in llussia. 
Their conduct is described in No. 32, 
January IS, 3919, of the "I/evestia" of 
the provincial Soviets: "The commis- 
saries were going through the Tzar- 
itxin county in sumptuous carriages, 
driven by three and often by sis 
horses. 
A great array of adjutants 


and fi large suite accompanied tiiese 
commissaries, and nn imposing num- 
ber ot trunks followed along. 
They 


made exorbitant demands upon the 
toiling population, coupled wilh as- 
saults and Ijrnlallty; their way of 
squandering money right and left Is 
particularly characteristic. 
In some 


houses the commissaries gambled away 
and spent on intoxicants- large sums. 
The hard-working population looked 
upon these orgies as complete demoral- 
ization and failure of duty to 
the 


world revolution." 


These pen pictures of life in Russia 


under the soviet regime nre not fur- 
nished by the enemies of bolshevism ; 
they nre the complaints of holshr-vik 
leaders. Do we need a greater warn- 
ing of the menace of Bolshevism?

Spain Urged to Cut Exports. 


An editorial protest against the ex- 


portation of shoes, leather, foodstuffs, 
cotton and linen is published by Im- 
parclal. Madrid. The newspaper gives 
statistics to show that while the ex- 
portation of shoes and leather from 
.Tanuary to July, 191S, amounted to 
13,000,000 pesetas, during the same 
period in 1919 exportation of these ar- 
ticles readied a value of 72,00(1,OxK) 
pesetas.

According to this newspaper, the 


revenue for Ilia first half of 101!) 
amounted to 20,3~>0,000,000 rubles, and 
the expenditures to SO.TOH.OOO.OOO ru- 
bies, so that the deficit for the first six 
months 
of 
3019 of soviet 
Kussia 


amounted to the enormous sum ot over 
30,000,000,000 rabies. The acquisition 
of foodstuffs and necessaries of life 
has cost a deficit of five billion rubles, 
and the. railways four and a half bil- 
lion rubles; thus a half; year of bol- 
shevik rule cost more than the total 
outlay on the whole war. 


Money Expended Recklessly. 


The report of the bolshevik, Nemen- 


sky, on the audit of the central soviet 
commission in charge of all textile fac- 
tories, appeared in tho "Sovietskaya 
Kkommiicheskaya 2hi/.n" of February 
2."i, 3910: "The finance credit division 
of the central soviet commission re- 
ceived up to February 1, 31)1.0, 3,400,- 
000,1)00 rubles. There was no control 
ot the expenditure of moneys. Money 
was advanced to factories immediately 
upon demand and (here were cases 
when money was forwarded to fac- 
tories which did not exist. From July 
1 to December ol, 1!>18, the central 
soviet commission advanced on nc- 
coutit 
of. products1, to be received, 


1,:M,S,G.1!),OGO rubles. The value of tho 
goods securing these 
advances 
re- 


ceived up to January 1, 1910, was only 
1-13,710,000 rubles. The negligent way 
of doing business may be particularly 
observed from the way the central so- 
viet commission purchased supplies of 
raw wool. Up to January 1, 1919, only 
120,803 poods of wool was acquired, 
whereas the annual requirement is lig- 
urert at 3,500,000 poods. 


"The tremendous staff of officials 


(about 0,000 persons) employed by the 
commission are 
in the majority of j 


cases doing nothing useful. It appears, | 
that there were on the payroll of this i 
institution 325 persons who actually 
were not in the service at all, but who 
were receiving salaries. There were 
cases where the same persons received 
salaries twice for tha same period. 
The efficiency of the officials is negligi- 
ble to a striking degree." 


Such soviet institutions, Nemensty 


says at the end of his report, are a 
beautiful example of deadening bu- 
reaucracy and must be liquidated. 


It would seem that the idealists in 


charge of the communist program in 
Russia are experts in "graft-ring" 
methods. 
Payroll padding is among 


their accomplishments. 
An innocent j country 


bystander might suspect some of these | 
soviet officials of having a leaning j 
toward private property, particularly 
when it is in easy reach. 


Their Own Condemnation. 


Probably it is fair to the bolsheviks 


to state their case in their own words. 
The bulletin of the central executive 
committee of the Soviets, M>. 15, 1'Jl'.), 
announces: 
"\Vo have created ex- 


traordinary commissaries and extraor- 
dinary commissions without number. 
Alk of these are, to a lesser or greater 
degree, only mischief-makers. 


The Soviets have the whip hand In 


their controversy wilh the workers; 
Ihey are the government and the "lied" 
urmy bncl;s> their decrees. There is a 
final court of setllenient. for all dis- 
agreements between llie Soviets and 
the workers. It is the "wull"—nnd the 
llring squad. 
The right oC strike is 


denied (lie workers. 
Many oC those 


who have dared to strike have paid 
for it wilh their lives. The workers 
fire without recourse when commanded 
by the soviet. 
Whether or not they 


were the slaves of the machines be- 
fore communism came, it is certain 
l l i a t Ihey are now the slaves of the 
Soviets. 
Kven MS slaves <it the 11111- 


j chines and the capitalists who owned 


j the machines, they had the right to 


strike for their rights. The Soviets de- 
prived them o£ this right. 


Tlic bolshevik Sosnovsky, reporting 


on the condition in the Tver province, 
in the "Iy.ves.tia" of the provincial so- 
v1i*t Mnrch 9, 1919, wrote: 
"The local 


communist soviet 
workers 
behaved 


themselves, with rare exceptions, in a 
disgusting manner. 
Misuse of.power 


Is going on constantly." 


The conduct of the soviet commis- 


saries is a general scandal in llussia. 
Their conduct is described in No. 32, 
January IS, 3919, of the "I/evestia" of 
the provincial Soviets: "The commis- 
saries were going through the Tzar- 
itxin county in sumptuous carriages, 
driven by three and often by sis 
horses. 
A great array of adjutants 


and fi large suite accompanied tiiese 
commissaries, and nn imposing num- 
ber ot trunks followed along. 
They 


made exorbitant demands upon the 
toiling population, coupled wilh as- 
saults and Ijrnlallty; their way of 
squandering money right and left Is 
particularly characteristic. 
In some 


houses the commissaries gambled away 
and spent on intoxicants- large sums. 
The hard-working population looked 
upon these orgies as complete demoral- 
ization and failure of duty to 
the 


world revolution." 


These pen pictures of life in Russia 


under the soviet regime nre not fur- 
nished by the enemies of bolshevism ; 
they nre the complaints of holshr-vik 
leaders. Do we need a greater warn- 
ing of the menace of Bolshevism?

The newspaper gives 
statistics to show that while the ex- 
portation of shoes and leather from 
.Tanuary to July, 191S, amounted to 
13,000,000 pesetas, during the same 
period in 1919 exportation of these ar- 
ticles readied a value of 72,00(1,OxK) 
pesetas. The exportation of other raw 
materials also increased greatly. The 
Imparcial says this has been the cause I 
r>f tho large Increases in the cost of 
living. 


Clemenceau Drops War Duties. 


Premier Clemenceau declared in an 


Interview that he could not continue 
to represent the department of war 
in the chamber of deputies, adding 
that "after the effort of the last year 
I would be loath to start again on a 
task with a fear that my strength fait 
me before it could be completed."
